New Delhi, the Ath July 1968 

O.S.R. 512.—In eacercise of the powers conferred by section 12 of the Work¬ 
ing Journalists (Fixation of Rates of Wages) Ordinance, 1068 (3 of 1988), the 
Central Government hereby makes the following rules, namely:— 

1 . These rules may be called the Working Journalists (Fixation of Rates of 
Wages) Rules, 1,968. 

2. The Committee shall, before making any recommendations to the Central 
Government, give an oMortunity of being heard to every person who has made 
a representation to the Committee, if he makes a request in writing to be heard: 

Provided that if the Committee is of opinion, having regard to the nature of 
the representations or the Interests involved or any other relevant circumstances, 
that it is expedient so to do, the Committee may, instead of hearing individually 
every person who makes such a request, hear only such persons as In its oplmon 
are sufficiently representative of any class or group of persons Involved. 

8 ( 1 ) The Cotnhilttee may issue summons to persons whose attendance Is 
Required either to give evidence or to produce documents. 

(2) Every summons issued by the Committee shall be in duplicate and signed 
by Its Secretaiy 01 by such other person as the Chairman of the Committee 
empoweis in th.s behalf, and it shall specify the time and place at which the 
person summoned is icquirod tO attend and also whether hia attendance is required 
for the purpose of giving evidence 01 to produce a document, or for both purposes 

(3) A person may be summoned to produce a document without being sum¬ 
moned to give evidence, and any peison summoned merely to produce a docu¬ 
ment shall be deemed to have complied with the summons 11 he causes such docu¬ 
ment to be produced instead of attending personally to produce the same 

(4) A summons to produce documents may be for the production of specified 
documents or for the produc'ion of all documents of a certain description m the 
possession or power of the person summoned 

(6) Every summons shall be served by sending it by post to the person fo> 
whom it IS intended 01 in such other manner as the Committee may direct 

(6) The provisions of this rule shall apply, as far as may be, to every othe 
process issued by the Committee 

4 Every person who is summoned and appears before the Committee shall b 
paid such sum of money as appears to the Chairman of the Comrmttee to b 
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sufficient to defray the travelling and other expenses incurred by the person so 
summoned In passing to and from the place where he is required to attend, 

5. Every application by a person interested in the inspection of any representa¬ 
tion made to the Committee or any document furnished to it, shall be made in writ¬ 
ing to the Secre ary to the Committee, and shall be accompanied by a challan 
showing thci payment of a fee ot Rs. 10 Into the Treasury under the head of 
account "XXXVI Miscellaneous”; and such inspection shall be made in the 
presence and under the supervision of the Secretary or any one of his subordinate 
officers. 

6. Every notice given by the Central Government under sub-section (2) of 
section 6 of the Working Journalists (Fixation of Rates of Wages) Ordinance, 1B68, 
shall be published— 

(a) in the Gazette of India and in the official Gazette of the State or of 

each of the States concerned; and 

(b) in at least two important newspapers circulating In the State or each 

of the States, as the case may be, one of the newspapers being in 
English and the other or others bemg In the regional language or 
languages of the State or States concerned,
